CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered, 
or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his 
judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises  between  two  or 
more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

3.  Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall  be  given  imme¬ 
diately  on  ,the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot 
number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.

5.  Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon  payment  of  the 
total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale.  No  lot  can  be  removed  during  sale. 

6.  Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  be  delivered  only  on  presentation  of  a  receipted  bill.  A  receipted 
bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing 
the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  de¬ 
livery  of  the  property  has  been  made,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the  Plaza  Art  Galleries 
of  such  loss.
